Mr. Hazard asked leave to read these 


clauses, but the committee would not listen. 
He then said that neither the constitution 
nor the law referred to, meant to confer e- 
quity powers upon the Supreme Court.— 
They were but an enumeration of the pow-' 
ers of the Court, and indicated only thatj 
equity powers, when conferred at all, must: 
lie conferred upon and exercised by this; 
Court. That they were not regarded us an - 
actual grant of equity jurisdiction—and e.s-j 
pccially of unlimited jurisdiction—was plum- • 
ly shown by the (act that special laws, con-; 
i'erring equity jurisdiction in certain cases, 
hud been passed since the constitution and 
the law referred to were adopted and in. 
force.
